A CONFERENCE. 


THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 
M. E. CHURCH SOUTH. 
THE 


The Question of Union—Some Historical 
Matters—Will the Two Methodist 
Churches Unite ? 


N a sh v ili.e (Tenn.), May 12, 1882. 
The General Conference of the M. E. 
Church South, now in session in this city, 
was expected by many to afford evidence 
of a strong desire on the part of that church 
for organic union with the Church North, 
as it is called here. The signs of the 
times, it was thought, justified such expec­ 
tation. Fraternity and union were in the 
air. There had been in recent years a con­ 
siderable toning down of the political ani­ 
mosities of the two sections, to say nothing 
of the amalgamation of commercial inter­ 
ests which tho decade had witnessed. 
“ Why then,” reasoned the friends of 
union, “ should not the churches come 
closer together?” The expectation that 
these two churches would speedily unite, 
and that the present Conference wonld do 
all it could to favor and precipitate such a 
result, was strengthened, too, by the recent 
rapid growth of friendly intercourse be­ 
tween the two bodies. When, in 1848, 
FOCR YEARS AFTER THE SEPARATION', 
Dr. Lovick Pearce, recently deceased, pre­ 
sented himself before the General Confer­ 
ence of the former church as a delegate 
from the new Southern organization, and 
was told that he could not be received, his 
response being that the next overtures of 
friendliness would have to come from the 
Northern church, the prospect for frater­ 
nity was supposed to be about as dark as it 
well could ha. It grew darker, however, 
as the years advanced, for bitter quarrels 
over church property and territorial juris­ 
diction arose, and with these still unsettled 
the civil war broke out. This wa3 a war 
not only of section against section, but of 
Methodist against Methodist, for, as Dr. 
Ilidgeway truly said in his fraternal ad­ 
dress on Wednesday night, the Methodist 
churches, of all religious organizations, fur­ 
nished to each side the largest number of 
soldiers, and were in each section the chief 
popular agency in solidifying public senti­ 
ment. The war killed slavery, the original 
cause of the separation of the two churches, 
acd that which, while it remained, made 
it out of the question for them to ever 
come together again. And now began an 
agitation in favor of settling property dis­ 
putes and of establishing fraternal rela­ 
tions, culminating in 1870 by the official 
visit to - the Geaeral Conference of the 
Church South of Bishop Janes and Dr. 
(now Bishop) Harris of the M. K. Church. 
That the latter church should take the ini­ 
tiative in this movement was in accordance 
with the pronnnciamento twenty-two years 
before of Dr. Pearce, and it was perhaps 
not surprising, after all that had trans­ 
pired, that these first fraternal messengere, 
Janes and Harris, should have been re­ 
ceived, as they were, somewhat coldly. 
But the result of their visit was altogether 
out of proportion to the degree of 
ENTHUSIASM 
With which they were greeted, for it led 
to the historic Cape May Commission, 
which settled satisfactorily to both Gen­ 
eral Conferences the long-standing disputes 
about property which had vexed the 
churches. Now was the way opened for 
real fraternity, and both parties have since 
been steadily and heartily walking in that 
way. To the General Conference of the 
Southern Church, which met at Louisville 
in 1S74, the M. E. Church sent as its fra­ 
ternal delegates Dr. C. H. Fowler, Dr. A. 
H. Hunt, and General Clinton B. Fiske. 
The delegates from the Southern to the 
Northern General Conference, two years 
afterwards, were Drs. Duncan, Miles and 
Garland. In 1S78 the Church North was 
represented at the Atlanta General #on- 
ference by Dr. (now Bishop) Foss and the 
Hon. Will Cumback, of Indiana. To the 
General Conference of the M. E Church, 
which met in Cincinnati two years ago, the 
Church South sent Dr. A. C. Haygood nnd ¡ 
Hon. John H. Carlyle, while the M. K 
Church sends its greetings to the General 
Conference now in session in this city by 
Rev. H. B. Ridgaway, D. D. In every 
instance these fraternal delegations have 
been cordially received, and it must not 
be thought for a moment that the reduc­ 
tion in the number of persons constituting 
these delegations indicates a corresponding 
diminution in the 
SPIRIT OF FRATERNITY 
Existing between the two bodies. This, 
which is simply a matter of economy, was 
adroitly used by Dr. Ridgaway to establish 
a conclusion directly opposite from the one 
just hinted at. 
Said he, “ When it was 
thought peace had to be conquered my 
church sent down three stalwarts, 
years later when it was still thought 
strenuous efforts would have to be made to 
maintain the psace that had been secured, 
two giants were sent to you. Now, as you 
see, our church has so much confidence in 
your good intentions that it feels warranted 
in sending among you one man, solitary 
and alone, and he a very little man.” This 
rapid growth of fraternity between the two 
churches has given encouragement to the 
expectation that they would soon become 
organically one, and it W3S hoped 
by a large number of people in both 
sections of the country that the present 
General Conference, meeting so soon 
after the great London Ecumenical, 
in which the union feeling was supposed 
to have received such a grand boost, would 
do or say something of a practical nature 
to help on that desirable consummation. 
In thiB, however, the country is doomed to 
disappointment. 
The Conference, to be 
sure, haB not yet adjourned, but it is far 
advanced with its business, and the fact 
that up to this writing no plan or sug­ 
gestion of union has been presented is 
STRONG PRESUMPTIVE PROOF 
That none will be, for there are a few men 
in the Conference who would have done 
something in this line long ere this, had 
they seen any prospect for carrying such a 
measure. The inference is that these men 
have felt the pulse of the delegations, and 
have found out that there is an overwhelm­ 
ing majority against them. This union 
question has also come to the surface in the 
canvass for new Bishops, and here, as at 
every other point where it appears, it is 
seen in an aspect anything but promising. 
It is almost certain that at least one who 
is prominently mentioned for the Episcopal 
office, and whose merits would otherwise 
secure his promotion, will be badly left 
when tho ballots are counted, and few who 
fail to vote for him will make any secret 
of the fact that they are afraid of his ad­ 
vanced union sentiments. At McKendrie’s 
Church Wednesday night Dr. Ridgaway de­ 
livered his fraternal address. The Doctor’s 
elegant address was a “ feeler” on this 
subject, and it is presumable that at its 
close no one present had a keener sense of 
the adverse attitude of the vast majority 
of the audience than the genial Doctor 
himself. The people of both sections owe 
Dr. Ridgaway a debt of gratitude, not 
only for the noble sentiments he nttered, 
but for the opportunity afforded them by 
his bold stand in favor of anion and the 
effect it produced on the Conference, to 
measure correctly the length and depth of 
the Southern feeling on this subject. That 
the decision was “ fornenst" the Doctor 
was only his misfortune, not his fault. 
AN OMINOUS LITTLE CIRCUMSTANCE 
Occurred in connection with Dr. Ridga­ 
way ’s introduction. As all who know him 
are aware, the Doctor is gentility personi­ 
fied. His actions in public address are as 
smooth and gracefnl as his flow ing rhetoric. 
One can readily believe that next to a seri­ 
ous moral lapse nothing wonld grieve his 
innermost sonl so much as a breach of eti­ 
quette. How unfortunate, therefore, that 
when Bishop M’Tyeire said, “ I have now 
the pleasure of introducing Rev. Dr. Ridga­ 
way,” the Doctor should have risen, and 
after making a bow to the audience which 
would have gladdened the heart of a Lord 
Chesterfield, should have extended his hand 
to the presiding officer just when that indi­ 
vidual was busy looking in an opposite di­ 
rection : This was not intentional on the 
part of Bishop M’Tyeire, but it must have 
been very embarrassing to the polite Doc­ 
tor, and on reflection it seems significant of 
the fate of Dr. Ridgaway’s subsequent 
union utterances, if not prophetic, indeed, 
of the reception all Northern propositions 
for union will meet in this section for many 
years to come. 
Dr. Ridgeway’s hold position on the 
question of organic union was announced 
gradually, and in his first allnaions to it he 
showed all the tact of the moat consum­ 


mate orator. It seemed to a disinterested 
listener as though he was taking soundings 
of the sentiments of his hearers on the 
subject. If he finally concluded that he 
had solid ground to stand upon the result 
showed that he was greatly mistaken. The 
probabilities are, however, that as he ad­ 
vanced he felt the ground slipping away, 
but was determined to commit himself at 
all hazards, trusting for his vindication to 
the developments of the future. That he 
did a brave thing none will question, and 
it must also be admitted'that he did it 
wisely and cleverly, for he distinctly an­ 
nounced that he spoke for himself alone, 
not for his church. If, as Shakespeare 
says, 
. 
“ a l l ’s w e l l t h a t e n d s w e l l , ” 
Then all was well with Dr. Ridagway’s fra­ 
ternal addreas, for in his closing utterances 
on the subject of union he carried the con­ 
ference by storm. Ho was aware, he said, 
that it was very hard to knock apples from 
a tree while they were green, aud when 
they had been knocked off they atwwys 
proved to be very seur. When ripe, how­ 
ever, they would fall off themselves, and 
then were delicious to the taste. By-and- 
by the apple of organic union would be 
ripe. Then everybody would want it and 
children would cry for it. [Loud applause.] 
The doctor also referred to the difficulty 
experienced in building the great bridge 
which spans the river between Cincinnati 
and Covington. The weather was cold and 
the irons would not meet. A messenger 
was dispatched to the place where the irons 
had been made. In hia absence a spell of 
warm weather so distended these irons that 
the workmen were able to bring them to­ 
gether. Instantly a dispatch was sent to 
headquarters, “ They have met,” the reply 
being flashed back, “ Clamp them,” By- 
and-by, said the doctor, under the warm 
rays of the Sun of Righteousness their two 
separated Methodisms would meet, and he 
felt sure that when they did, all would be 
in favor of clamping them. This and the 
comparison he drew in another part of his 
address between the Methodist itineracy and 
Ezekiel’s vision of the wheels, were the 
doctor’s two happiest hits. At the close 
of the address everybody was on tiptoe of 
curiosity to hear what the chairman, 
Bishop M’Teyeire would say. His response 
was short but very happy, the little catoh 
in it causing the audience to shake its sides 
with laughter. “ The conference,” said 
the Bishop, 
> 
“ WILL SEND REPRESENTATIVES 
To your General Conference, in 1SS4, to 
assure your church of our good will and 
love. Indeed, we will not wait that long ; 
we will send these by you. Meanwhile,” 
he said, “ we will unite with you,” adding, 
after a significant pause, “ in singing an 
old-fashioned hymn, ‘ The Old Ship of 
Zion.' ” Such, in brief, is the record of 
the present Conference on the subject of 
fraternity and union. It is very little, 
compared to the large things some had ex­ 
pected, but when considered in the light 
of the bitter past, it is a great deal. In­ 
deed, the progress of the last twelve 
years is almost incredible. It is one of 
the marvels, all things remembered, of 
this marvelous age. The next qnadren- 
nium will witness advancement on these 
questions Btill more rapid, for in December 
of 1884 the different branches of American 
Methodism will unite in a grand conference 
and centennial cslebration of the first or­ 
ganization of Methodism in this country. 
The Church South is the first to take offi­ 
cial action in this movement, and it goes 
into it heart and soul. 
Not only will 
it send delegates to the Centennial 
Conference, but it is making plans to raise 
§2,000,000 that year in centennial con­ 
tributions from its people, the money to be 
devoted mainly to the grand cause of 
church extension.

The returns of the census taken in Italy 
at the close of 1S81, show the population 
of the kingdom to be 28,452,000, *D *®‘ 
crease during the decade of l,Gi)U,o4o. 
The number of Italians living in other 
countries is estimated at 800,000. The 
only city in the kingdom whose population 
has decreased during the last ten years is 
Florence. 
Late reports from Louisiana indicate that 
the cane which was covered by the flood is 
Dot so much injured as there was reason to 
fear that it would be. This is accounted 
for by the lew temperature at the time ol 
the floods, which retarded the growth of 
the young cane instead of rotting and kill­ 
ing it. In the regions which escaped inun­ 
dation the prospects for a large crop of 
sugar are favorable. 
A big suit is on trial in Philadelphia 
which involves $2 8,0 0 0, and turns on the 
question, When does spring begin ? It 
seems that an iron foundry agreed to de­ 
liver iron “ in the early spring of 1880,' 
but that Borne of the iron did not get to 
purchasers until April 24th. This the lat­ 
ter claimed was not early spring. There 
was a great display of astronomical knowl­ 
edge amoDg the lawyers, but it is still a 
matter of doubt as to the decision of the 
Court. 
One of Prince Leopold’s gifts to his bride 
was a fan, of most delicate workmanship 
and design. 
The sticks are of goldfish 
pearl, inlaid with gold, which grows paler 
in tint as the tapering points are ap- 
poached. Thematenalof the fan itselfislace 
leaf, on which the designs of the garlands 
on the sticks are repeated, the blossoms 
chosen being marguerites—flowers which 
with the daffodil and pink, are immensely 
in favor at present. Between each daisy 
wreath are roses, the petals of which are 
detached and form a flattering shower with 
the slighest movement of the fan. 
The following extract from a Danish 
paper is curious, if not strictly in accord­ 
ance with facts : “ The famous New York 
caterer, Delmonico, recently found himself 
in an awkward dilemma. His chief re-enne 
is from meals served ont of the house. 
The throngs in the street interfered with 
their delivery. Waiters sent out on foot 
were sure to be run against, and the dishes 
they carried to be upset. If sent in 
wagons, the frequent street blockades ar­ 
rested their progress, and the food grew 
cold before it reached its destination. Del- 
inonico found a way out of the dilemma. 
He put the dinners in a hearse and formed 
a funeral procession, before which all 
other traffic gave way. The meals were 
then servsd triumphantly to his hungry 
patrons. ” 
A piece of good luck has befallen the 
prisoners in jail at Council Bluffs, Iowa. 
A young giant, who stands six feet eleven 
inches bight in. his stockings, weighs 275 
pounds, and is only 20 years old, has been 
added to their numbers. As soon as they 
perceived that his gigantic proportions 
were likely to fix the gaze of visitors to the 
jail, they put tbeir new comrade on exhi­ 
bition at ten cents a head. At the ap­ 
proach of a visitor the giant retires from 
the corrider to his cell, and refuses to 
emerge until the dime has been handed to 
another prisoner duly appointed to collect 
the fees. With the funds thus provided 
the prisoners purchase tobacco and other 
luxuries to cheer the dull routine of jail 
life. It is not stated what proportion of 
the receipts the giant demands as his 
share. 
LEADEN COFFINS. 


How to T r e a t F ro s tb itte n V in es.— 
Judge S. C. Hastings writes the following 
to the St. Helena Star: “ I publish the 
following suggestions for the reason that if 
I am correct immediate action is necessary, 
namely : Prune all the frost-bitten vines, 
cutting off all branches of the vine which 
are affected by the frost. It is known that 
the reason why the watery humors of 
leaves and shoots do not freeze is because 
the cells containing these humors are very 
minute; in other words, the larger the 
cells the more quickly will the plants 
freeze. The young shoots of the vines are 
extremely juicy, 
containing a great 
quantity of water, and consequently but 
little cellulose. 
Freezing expands the 
water aud bursts the cells, thus breaking 
up the texture and stopping the process of 
growth. The buds of the vines are more 
watery than the ligneous vines themselves. 
Therefore cut off all the vines affected by 
the frost down until you find a uon-frosted 
hud ; even if you have to amputate all the 
branches above the suiface of the ground. 
Roots and leaves are identical in th£ir 
functions ; the one draws from the ground 
and the other from the atmosphere. 
The 
cutting of the frosted parts stops the waste 
of sap and sends back this precious proto­ 
plastic fluid and produces a new and vigor­ 
ous growth of shoot, new leaves and 
branches, and with proper culture, a good 
crop of grapes.” 


T h e D o lla r M a r k .—There are a Urge 
number of theories for the origin of the 
sign of the American dollar. Oae is that it 
is a combiuatioh of G. S., the initials for 
tho United States ; another, that it is a 
modification of the (jgure 8, the dollar be­ 
ing formerly called “ a piece of eight,” and 
designated by the characters. The third 
theory is that it is a combination of H. S., the 
mark of the Roman unit, while the fourth 
is that it is a combination of P and S, from. 
the Spanish peso duro, which signifies 
“ hard dollar.” In Spanish accounts peso 
is contracted by writing the S over the P 
and placing it after the sum. But the best 
origin of the sign is offered by the editor 
of the London Whitehall Review, who once 
propounded the question at a dinner party 
in that city, at which the American Consul 
was present. As no one could tell, the 
editor gave the following explanation : 
“ It is taken from the Spanish dollar, and 
the sign is to he found, of course, in the 
associations of a Spanish dollar. Ou the 
reverse of the coin is a representation of 
the pillars of Hercules, and round each 
pillar is a scroll, with the inscription, 
‘Plus Ultra.’ This device in course of 
time has degenerated into the sign which 
stands at present for the American as well 
as Spanish dollar--$. Serpents sent by 
Juno to destroy Hercules in his cradle.” 


Two or three years ago it was our fate to 
inspect officially certain vaults in au 
ancient church of much historical interest 
that was undergoing repairs. The object 
was to ascertain beyond a doubt who had 
been buried in three leaden coffins. They 
were doubtless great personages, but there 
was nothing to tell us who they were, aud 
it was expected that we might find inscrip­ 
tions of some kind to throw light on the 
subject. The coffius, though they had 
been originally as strong as lead could 
make them, had been entombed from a 
century to a century and a half. Their 
condition was lamentable. The lead was 
hero and iVe-eJhroken into large fissures, 
through thl forcible exploslou of confined 
gases, and it was not difficult to distinguish 
the contents.

One of these leaden cof­ 
fins more rent in pieces than the others, 
contained a form which was recognized by 
a medical gentleman present to be the re­ 
mains of a young female, probably a young 
lady of quality in her day, admired for her 
beauty aud the splendor of her long yel- * 
low tresses. What a fate had been hers.

experience of many years proves 
that the mere possession of great natural 
adv&ntagea will not bring immigration to 
a State. W hile California has been trust­ 
ing to the magnificence of her resources 
many less favored States have been secur­ 
ing the lion’s share of the immigration. 
They have done this by applying business 
methods to the work. They have recog­ 
nized the importance of settlement to the 
State, and they have been wise enough to 
perceive that the revenues of the common­ 
wealth cannot be more wisely and pru 
dently invested than in bringing labor and 
capital within its taxing jurisdiction. 
Several States have made appropriations 
for the encouragement of immigration, and 
all that have done so have found their re­ 
ward in it. 
This kind of advertising, 
however, is now carried on so energetically 
and upon bo extensive a scale that a mere 
titfnl endeavor at it is likely to he of very 
little value. As the States come into 
closer competition with one another they 
find it necessary to push their immigration 
systems further toward the sources of the 
stream. They establish agencies in Europe. 
They cause descriptions of their advantages 
and resources to he translated into many 
foreign languages. And the States which 
show tie greatest enterprise and ingenuity 
in these methods reap the largest returns. 
Kansas has literally been built up by her 
sagacity and foresight in the systematic 
encouragement of immigration. Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Missouri and South Carolina 
have followed suit. The latter has gone 
into the work with considerable spirit and 
encouraging results, and has made it plain 
that the Southern States have it in their 
power to increase their prosperity enor­ 
mously if they will shake off sluggishness 
and adopt modern methods. 
Missouri has of late been exerting her­ 
self greatly in procuring settlers, and some 
of her devices may he commended to our 
own Immigrant Aid Society, which is al­ 
ready exhibiting a good deal of spirit. In 
Missouri they have not only a State organ­ 
ization, but a large proportion of the coun­ 
ties have also branch associations. The 
advantage of this latter arrangement is 
manifest. Through it the people of every 
county are enabled to present their local 
resources in the most favorable light, and 
above all they can point out the best loca­ 
tions for settlers, specify the lands which 
are open to purchase, and give a great deal 
of information which it would he almost 
impossible for the central organization to 
collect. The Missouri Legislature has ex­ 
tended financial assistance to the Immigra 
tion Society, and this fund has been em­ 
ployed to translate and circulate all kinds 
of documents such as the intending emi­ 
grant in Europe desires to have placed in 
his hands. The last report of the Society 
estimates the immigration induced by these 
means in 18S1 at not less than 90,000, and 
this was the first year of the Society’s 
work. A “ Hand-Book of Missouri,” trans­ 
lated into German, has been given a very 
wide circulation in that country, and with 
the most substantial results, while similar 
efforts are to be made in Sweden and Nor­ 
way and England. 
When we consider that immigrants are 
now arriving in New York at the rate of 
more than 2,000 a day, it is apparent that 
nothing is needed hut energetic and intel­ 
ligent action to secure for California a fair 
percentage of the great flood of settlers 
that is pouring into the country. The Im­ 
migrant Aid Society has, we understand, 
already taken some steps to have the 
necessary kind of information translated 
into German, and this work should be 
hastened as much as possible. If the 
principle of county organizations were 
adopted we have no doubt that it would 
produce good effects, and it might be well 
to try it at oncc. We are of opinion, how­ 
ever, that the encouragement of immigration 
ought to he provided for by the State, and 
not be left altogether to private effort. It 
is unquestionably of the deepest conse­ 
quence to the State that the population 
and productive capacity of it should be in­ 
creased, and every taxpayer must realize 
the advantage to himself of measures 
which are calculated to lighten the burden 
of taxation by adding more property to the 
assessment roll. 
The prosperity and progress of Califor­ 
nia were hampered for years by the parsi­ 
mony of the Legislature in this connection, 
and the folly of a portion of the preeB 
which appeared reeolved to frighten all 
the world away from this region by dis­ 
seminating the most gloomy reports as to 
land monopoly and all kinds of imaginary 
evils and oppressions. It was sedulously 
circulated everywhere that no man could 
hope to find a piece of good farming land 
in this State, and the natural result was 
that thousands were deterred from coming 
here. Now, however, that a sincere desire 
h is been shown to get at the actual facts, 
it turns out that we have somewhere about 
twenty millions of acres of available land, 
and that nearly all of this is as susceptible 
of profitable cultivation as the lands of 
other Western States. The result is that 
the European emigrant is encouraged once 
more to look this way, and now is the 
time when thiB change of opinion can be 
taken advantage of best. When the next 
Legislature meets it ought to provide for 
the assistance and extension of the ma­ 
chinery which is now being principally 
erected by private capital. This is the 
more necessary because all private enter­ 
prises of the kind are liable to be suspected 
of being devised to assist private specula­ 
tion, whereas the guarantee of the State 
for the general accuracy of the representa­ 
tions made by the Immigration Agents 
would do away with alt doubts. We be­ 
lieve that by judicious management it is 
possible to add at least 250,000 immigrants 
a year to our population, and this wonld 
insure the rapid growth of the Common­ 
wealth in all that constitutes well-being.

EGYPT. 
That is rather a carious statement about 
the great military capabilities of the 
Egyptian Government, and its ability to 
drive off the allied ironclads. It is 
indeed a ridiculous statement, for there is 
no truth in it. The Egyptian forts are 
armed with ordnance of a comparatively 
early kind, and none of it is capable of 
driving a ball through the armor of the 
hrst claes French and English ironolads. 
It is not true that the forts could keep the 
ironclads off and prevent them from 
coming to the assistance of the Europeans 
on shore. The forts coaid do nothing of 
the kind, nor is it in the least degree 
probable that Arabie Bsy or any other 
Egyptian leader would dream of attempt­ 
ing so crazy a programme as resistance to 
the allied fleets. In fact all that the latter 
wonld have to do in such a case would be 
to protect the lauding of the Turkish troops, 
and the latter wonld very soon give an 
account of the boasted Egyptian troops ; 
always provided that the Egyptian troops 
could be induced, to face the Sultan's sol­ 
diers, which is doubtful. The probability 
however is that there will be no sanguinary 
ontbreak in Egypt, but that Arabi B;y and 
his friends will perceive discretion to be 
the better part of valor, and will retire 
from a position which has become un­ 
tenable. They have, in fact, no sufficient 
reason for holding ont, for it seems donbt- 
ful whether they can depend at all abso­ 
lutely on the army, and yet that is their 
sole recourse. All that is to be desired is 
that the administration of the Egyptian 
finances may not be thrown back into the 
hands of the native officials, for that wonld 
involve the renewal of the old oppression 
of the poor Fellahs, who are really tbe 
people of Egypt, but who are never con­ 
sidered by its masters.

The audacious impostor who has 
been haunting Washington lobbies for 
twenty years with that naked fraud, has 
repeatedly had recourse to the method 
spoken of, and in his last and most daring 
venture he has raised the claim to such an 
amount as enables him to expend if neces­ 
sary twenty millions of dollars in bribery. 
He could do that and still have fifty mill­ 
ions of dollars if tbe outrageous claim 
were passed, anl it ia this wholesale 
employment of bribery and corruption 
which accounts for the fact, so perplexing 
to the Times, that the claim has “ so many 
“ friends in Congress.” Tnere is not a 
word to be said, for the demand. It was 
fraudulent at the beginning, and the fraud 
has grown more monstrous every time it has 
been reproduced. Every Court in the 
conntry of any dignity and virtne has de­ 
nounced it as an outrage, and has rejected 
it. Congress after Congress has thrown it 
ont. And yet the hardy old adventurer 
continúes to pash it with andiminished 
resolution, and only shows his appreciation 
of the jost rebuffs he encounters by en­ 
larging his corruption fond.

They know that the terri­ 
tory has been set apart for the Indians, 
and that the Government is pledged in 
the most solemn way not to allow any 
white settlement there. Yet these obsti­ 
nate people insist, year after year, in 
violating the law, and though they are 
always compelled to go as they came, they 
seem determined to keep up the invasion. 
Perhaps if they were punished some­ 
what more sharply they would be more 
amenable to the law. 
A Government 
which seems afraid to protect itself against 
the most impudent lawlessness, and which 
contents itself with simply ejecting 
them from repeated trespasses, is not 
likely to convince them that it is danger­ 
ous to proceed. 
“ Captain” Payne and 
his raiders would be very much less likely 
to continue their infractions of the law 
if they were put in jail for a year or so. 
It is the people of the United States whom 
they are outraging, and that kind of 
wrong ought to be punished with Borne 
severity. The consequences of too great 
leniency are already seen in the renewal 
of the invasions, and if nothing more 
than ejection is ever to followthese breaches 
of the law it seems possible that they 
may go on indefinitely. 


OPPOSITION TO THE ARREARS BILL. 
The position of Gladstone’s Government 
is rendered more serious than ever by the 
growing force of the Conservative opposi­ 
tion to the Arrears-of-Rent hill. This 
opposition takes the shape of a resolution 
that the payment proposed should be a 
loan and not a gift, and denouncing the 
provisions of the bill as communistic. The 
Conservatives have here reached a strong 
point, for it is evident that if the principle 
proposed by Gladstone in the Arrears bill 
is once adopted, it will at no distant period 
be sought to extend it to the Scotch and 
Eoglish peasants as well as the Irish ones. 
The whole land question may be sprung 
upon the Government nnder cover of 
Slater Booth’s resolution, in fact, and if 
the Conservatives manage well they may 
protract the debate indefinitely, and be ac­ 
quiring more strength all the time. Ap­ 
parently Gladstone has brought the Arrears 
bill forward too soon. He should have 
got the Repression bill out of the way be­ 
fore he introduced the new bone of con­ 
tention. As it is, the opposition threatens 
to become more formidable as the subject 
is discussed, and unless the Conservatives 
fail through lack of leadership it seems 
quite possible that they may defeat tbe 
Government on this issue. 


CZkR AND NIHILISTS. 
It is reported that the Czar has con­ 
cluded to pat off his coronation for a year, 
the prospect of Nihilist interference with 
the festive arrangements having become so 
probable that it is hardly possible to con­ 
tinue the preparations in a sufficiently 
cheerfnl spirit. The fact moreover that 
the royal guests invited to be present have 
nearly all been warned that their lives will 
be in great danger if they attend, has had 
a tendency to cast gloom over the occasion. 
The Czar cannot feel any assurance that 
his safety or that of his gnests has been 
secured beyond question, and since he na­ 
turally shrinks from inviting his friends to 
what may turn out a feast of dynamite and 
glass bombs, it is conceivable that post­ 
ponement has seemed to him the only thing 
in order. Whether a Czar’s life is worth 
living in snch circumstances is a question 
which even Mr. Mallock wonld find it diffi­ 
cult to answer. 


COAST AND STATE. 
Immigrants in search of small cheap 
farms abound in Marion county, Or. 
Sheep sheariog is progressing in Jackson 
and Douglas counties, Or., with satisfac­ 
tory results. 
Within the year the mines of Arizona 
Territory have paid nearly §1,000,000 in 
dividends.—[Tucson Star. 
The Indians on the Quillente, W. T., 
reservation are catching a great many land 
otter, and occasionally a sea lion. 
Barley in some of the fields in Hamilton 
township, Bntte county, is ripe, and head­ 
ing will commence in a few days. 
The firemen of Independence, Or., have 
ordered a 500-pound bell, and expect to 
have it to ring on the 4th of July. 
The cereal crop of Tulare will not be 
more than one-fourth what it would have 
been were it not for the north winds. 
The Grass Valley Tidings reports that 
the frost of last week did some damage, 
bat not as much as was at first suspected. 
A bill fsr §2,000 damages has been put 
in by tbe owners of property destroyed at 
the late anti-Chinese riot in Martinez. 
Immigration is commencing to flow in 
rapidly and the population of Jackson 
connty, Or., will be greatly increased in 
the next few years. 
The vineyards around Jackson were 
nipped by the frost last week. 
The 
damage falls mainly upon vines growing in 
the vicinity of tbe creeks. 
There are now 15,000 eastern trout 
ready at the fish hatchery at the lake, San 
Leandro, for transportation to the head­ 
waters of the American river. 
The Reno, Nev., Journal says that work 
on the Nevada and Oregon Railroad is to 
be resumed shortly with tbe intention of 
completing forty-five miles of it this 
season. 
We suggest to the War Department to 
send Captain Hnnt among the hostile 
tribes, with instructions to issne dnpli- 
cates of his Tombstone dispatches. There 
won’t be a bad Indian left in Arizona in 
twenty-four hours.—[Arizona Star. 


The A lill-lliturxr Law. 
W ash in g ton , May 23d.—The Secretary 
ef the Treasury has published a circular in 
relation to the enforcement of the anti-Chi- 
uise law, to he delivered to customs officers 
at all ports. The certificates to be given the 
Chinese have been prepared by the Secretary 
of the Treasury and sent to the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, to be engraved in a 
manner that will prevent counterfeiting. 
The circular directs tho attention of Collect­ 
ors of Customs to the Act of May 6th, 
which is inclosed. “ To prevent any just 
cause of complaint as regards the adminis­ 
tration of the law, Collectors and other 
officers will take pains to carefully carry out 
the provisions of the Act, so far as it devolves 
duties upon them. The certificate must con­ 
form io all particulars to the list entered in 
the registry horks kept in accordance with the 
requirements of the Ac‘. The names entered 
in tbe registry books should be numbered 
consecutively, and the certificates bo num­ 
bered as to correspond.” The form nf the 
certificate is as follows : 
Number and descriptive list of Chinese labor, Act 
May 6, 1S31. Certificate furnished the following 
named Chinese laborer departing from the United 
States, for production to a Custom officer oil his re­ 
turn. To knowingly or falsely alter this certificate, 
or to substitute any name for that written iu the 
certificate, or to falsely peisonat** any person named 
herein, is to he guilty of a misdemeanor, and to sub­ 
ject the offender to tine and imprisonment. (De­ 
scription, name, age, occupation, last place of resi­ 
dence, hight, complexion, color of eves, physical 
marks or peculiarities, fact of identification certifi­ 
cate. ] The shove Chinese laborer, to whom this 
certificate is issued, is entitled, in accordance with 
Sections 3, 4 and 5 of tile Act of Congress approved 
May G, 1SS2, to return to and ti re-enter the United 
States upon producing and delivering the same at 
the lime of re-entry aforesaid to the Collector of 
Customs of the district at which he Bhall leek to 
enter.

The Chile-Pent Investigation—Testimony 
or Blaine's Assistant S ecretary. 
W ashington, May 231.—Robert R. Hitt, 
ex-Asdstant Secretary, testified to-day before 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
touching matters connected with the Chile- 
Peruvian investigation. 
Witness had no 
personal knowledge of any connection of any 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United 
States with the affairs of the Pciuvian Com 
pany, aud knew nothing except what he had 
seen in print of a contract between Morton, 
Bliss & Co. and the Credit Industríale. 
Witness arranged an interview between 
Count de Montefee. a representative of the 
Credit Iodustrisle, and Secretary Blaine, at 
which witness was present. The Count un­ 
folded the plans of his company, which em­ 
braces a protectorate by tho United StateB 
Blaine said he could do nothing, promise 
nothing. Witness did not know whether 
Suarez ever had an interviow with the Secre­ 
tary or not. He was often at the Department 
asking for an interview. 
Randall was 
at the State Department on two or three 
occasions. Witnes3 never saw the missing 
papers. It was hardly probable that they 
would come direct to the Department with­ 
out he seeing them.

K eokuk (Ia ), May 23J.—The Constitu­ 
tion's specialfromBonaparte, Mt.Zion,Given, 
Ottumwa, Nobleton, Pella aHd Prairie City 
reports that snow has fallen from half an 
inch to two inches. This morning there was 
some little frost, but no serious damage was 
done, as far as known, at any point. At 
OskalooBa four inches of snow fell, and the 
fruit and vegetables are all damaged ; but it 
is generally believed that Sunday night’s 
frost was the more damaging one. 
C edar R apids (Ia), May 231. — The 
weather was cloudy last night, with a light 
snow early this morning. The frnit is not 
materially hurt. 
Tne Republican's special indicates that there 
was material damage at State Center and 
further west. 
Ottdmwa (Ia.). May 231.—There waa a 
heavy frost Sunday, and half an inch of snow 
last night, which showed plainly two honra 
after sunrise. It did no damage whatever to 
the grain. The tenderer vegetables suffered 
somewhat, but the fruit is not perceptibly in­ 
jured. There is no prospect of a frost to­ 
night. 
B urlington (Ia ). May 231.—Last night 
was clondy, with flurries of snow. There 
was no frost to-day. The fruit is not much 
injured. Snow fell an inch deep at Monnt 
Pleasant. 
Davenport (I*.), May 2 3 1 —At 2 o’clock 
this morning a heavy snow-storm set in here, 
and continued for four and a half hours. 
Fully three inches of snow fell, but at day­ 
light only about an inch was on the ground, 
because of melting. No such storm has oc­ 
curred here siuce the 7ch of May, 1846, when 
about the same kind of weather prevailed. 
The frost yesterday morning did much dain- 
age_ to vegetables and small fruits in this 
region.

Terrific Tornado In A rkansas. 
H ot S prings (Ark.), May 23d.—Reports 
of the destruction by the terrific tornado last 
week in Polk county are coming in by mail. 
The residence of Mr. Turner, at Iron Forks, 
was demolished; two children were killed, 
and Mr. Turner was badly, and his wife 
fatally, injured in trying to escape. Some of 
the inmates had their clothes torn from their 
backs. Dr. McDaniels’ residence was torn 
to pieces, and bis wifs seriously, if not fatally, 
hurt. The entire family of Scott Lindsey 
was badly hurt, and Mrs. James Davis, a 
visitor, is probably fatally injured. Mr. Bar­ 
ber lost every building on his farm, and Mr. 
McKnight’s resideuce was destroyed, the oc- 
cupauts escaping. Joseph Pepper's little 
daughter was killed. Mr. Holmes and wife 
were fatally injured. The Baptist Church 
of Gardners was destroyed. It is estimated 
that fifty farms are devastated, and the de­ 
struction in the county never had a prece­ 
dent.

The Proposed A bolition of Newspaper 
Postage. 
W ashington, May 23d.—Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral Howe, in his letter to Congress recom­ 
mending the abolition of postage upon news­ 
papers and magazines, says : “ It may well 
be doubted if the whole people-get as much 
information of public affairs from tbe vol­ 
umes thrown at them by the Government as 
they do from the newspapers and magazines 
which they purchase and pay tor.” The 
Postmaster-General recites other considera­ 
tions which lead him to this conclusion, and 
says ; “ Congress may at the present time 
safely abrogate all discrimination between the 
subscribers to newspapers and magazines, ind 
send the same through the mails without 
charge, whether such subscribers are within 
the connty of publication or ont of it.” 
The Sensation at fit. Lonls. 
St. L ouis, May 231.—The remarkable 
proceedings of Judge Laughlin in the Stanley 
Waterloo contempt case is the absorbing 
topic. Late last night it waa discovered that 
ex-Judge Horatie M. James was the author 
of the offensive criticism. This morning, 
from the bench of the Criminal Conrt, Jndge 
Langhliu said the t¡'.nation was not materi­ 
ally changed. He knew the name of the 
writer, and sooner or later he would settle the 
matter with Waterloo. Last evening he had 
intended to take < ff bis badge of servitnde 
and resign.

V io la tin g R evende L aw s.—Yesterday 
morning cflicer Brissell, of the railroad d3« 
tective force, observed two youog men acting 
iu a very suspicious manner at the depot. 
Upon searching them he found that they 
were in possession of a large quantity of un­ 
stamped matches. He immediately informed 
Internal Revenue Collector A. L. Frost of 
the fact, and the latter had them arrested for 
a violation of Section 3430 of the reused 
statutes. Upon !>eing arrested they gave 
their names as G. L’vison and Wm. Wilson. 
Both are boys about seventeen veara of age, 
and are strangers in this city. Levison says 
he lives in San Francisco with his mother, 
and the other cl Tims that he resides 
in the 
Báme city with an aunt 
They were examined yesterday afternoon 
before Dapaty United States Court Com* 
miseioner Edward Cadwalader, and held 
to answer befctre the United States Grand 
Jury at San Francisco. Th y will ba taken 
to the Bay this morning by United States 
Marshal M. M. Drew. They were asked 
from whom they obtained their matches, and 
both tol 1 the same story. They claimed 
that ia San Franciscj there waq no kind of 
labor that a boy could get to do by which he 
could make an honest living. That in this 
business they were making from eixty cents 
to one doliur per day. They did not know 
whereabout in San Francisco the matches 
were manufactured, but thought is was done 
iu the Chinese quarters. They stated that a 
great many Chinese and while boy» were in 
the name business ; that they bought their 
stock of a very dark-complexioned Jew, who 
was known among his customers as the 
"Nigger.” This man would bring the 
matches to them on the street, and never 
disclosed where his manufactory was situ­ 
ated. They gave a ddiar to this individual 
for an amount of matches that required 
Btamps to the amount of $4 80. The boys 
were selling the matches at ten cents per 
bunch, and were inakiag their way ur> coun­ 
try when detected by Epecial officer Brissell. 
O u t on B a il —C. J. Howard, one of the 
managers of the circus, who was arrested last 
Sunday, charged with an attempt to murder 
Thomas Burns, was released from custody 
yesterday cn his giving a bond in the sum of 
§2,000. His sureties are A. J. Rhoads and 
G. K. Rider. Mr. Howard has been held in 
custody for three days, the Court refusing to 
allow him to have an examination until the 
extent of young Burns’ wounds were more 
definitely ascertained. The doctor in attend­ 
ance states that his ir.jnries, though very 
serious, are not necessarily fatal. Since the 
arrest of Howard, it has been ascertained 
that the gang of hoodlums, of which it is 
alleged that Burns was one of the number, 
cut the ropes that held the center 
pole of the main tent, and it is only a win­ 
der that the whole tent was not precipitated 
upon the heads of the audience during the 
time of the performance. Those assembled 
to witness the performance were mostly 
women and children. If the tent had been 
thrown down a conflagration would have cer­ 
tainly ensued, and there being no escape 
many lives would have been loat. No person 
wishes to hear of boys having their craniuma 
mashed in with clubs, but a good, sound 
thrashing administered to those lawless 
y >ungster«, who are the terror of the out­ 
skirts of this city, would be applauded by 
every good citizen. 
P e n te co st.—The observance of Pentecost, 
or Fda3t of Weeks of the Jews, began last 
evening at Bundown and will continue for 
forty-eight hours. It is one of the three 
great festivals first observed by the Jews, the 
other two being the Passover and Feast of 
Tabernacles. The name Pentecost signifies 
fiftieth day, from the tact of its celebration 
on the fiftieth day after the departure from 
Egypt. It was called Feast of Weeks be­ 
cause it was celebrate! seven weeks after the 
second day of the Passover. The siciifice 
burnt iffering of lambs and the first 
tits of the harvest marked it anciently as a 
feast instituted in commemoration of the giv­ 
ing of the Law' to Moses on Mount Sinai, 
priest1? legislation shortly after the begin­ 
ning ot the Christian era making it a religions 
observance. I a modern times, until quite 
recently, it was merely observed by devo­ 
tional exercises. At present, in most of the 
synagogues, on this day the ceremony of con­ 
firmation takes place, consisting of the im­ 
parting of the laws and principles of Judaism 
to the youth, with a confession of faith. It 
was only in the early part of the present cen­ 
tury that the last-uicntioned observance was 
instituted ia Germany.

E d s Recobd-Union : Judging from the 
number of copies of your paper received here, 
its circulation in this section of country must 
be large, and knowing you to letl an interest 
in the welfare of our foothill country, I desira 
through your valuable columns to set right 
some of your own citizens, and ask them, 
if they have not a good word to say in our 
favor, to at least say nothing unless they can 
fjlly establish its authority. Some little 
while ago a gentleman, with his family, from 
Covelo, Mendocino county, came here in 
search of land to commence raising grapes. I 
will call him A. While in Sacramento city 
he met a fiiend of his, B, who had just sold 
out his place, and wat on the loekout also for a 
grape ranch.

have a railroad station, and are only 
seven miles from Newcastle, the great 
fruit 
region. 
A wrote to B, 
alto 
took the carB and went to Sacramento to 
have hie friend come up and see for himself 
before the trade was closed. Jndge of h's 
surprise to find that B had left the city 
on the same train on which A arrived, 
on his way to San Jose, because a Mr. C, 
an outside party entirely, had told B not to 
go to that “ dry country” to find a place, but 
go to San Jose, “ the garden spot of the 
State.” The consequencs was that A re­ 
turned, took his family <and left for that 
“ Garden of Eden.” Now I will venture to 
say that C was n*.t interested either in Sacra­ 
mento city or elsewhere, and certainly knew 
nothing of this part of the country. I am 
an old pioneer of this county. Came here 
in 1850, and have been identified with it 
nearly ever since ; am well known, and I can 
trothrully state that I have never known a 
failure of crops or fruit, aud your own rrcords 
of rain will apply as well to this section of 
country as to your own city, as we are only 
thirty miles a little east of north from you 
You will do us a favor to publish this.
